--7. The system of claim 6- 1 further comprising: a preloading 
device positioned between the XY stage and the platen, wherein 
the preloading device stabilizes the platen, with respect to the 
XY stage, by reducing the risk of Y axis compressive buckling of 
the one or more flexures.
